were hardest hit and crests well 
above flood stage were expected 
during the day. 


South Central New York state 


rivers — principally the 
Susque- 


hanna and Chenango—spilled from 
their banks from melting snow and 
rains, forcing hundreds of families 
from their homes 
and 
blocking 


roads. Colder weather, however, 
promised to halt the rises. 


Thousands of acres of northern 


California farm land

Sacramento river were covered by 
flood waters for the second time 
in a month and scores of farm 
families were forced to seek high- 
er ground. Clear weather was fore- 
cast after nearly a week of heavy 
rains.

best spring prices for wheat since 
1930, 
except in 1937, today over- 
shadowed as dismal a set of winter 
acreage and crop condition figures 
as experts ever have assembled in 
estimating the size of the new har- 
vest. 
, 
In only two other spring seasons 


since 1900 has the outlook as to the 
amount of grain which will be 
ready for reapers early in the sum- 
mer been poorer. As a result of 
last fall's drought, the principal 
trouble zones is in the southwest— 
Western Kansas and parts of Okla- 
homa and Texas as well as Ne- 
braska—where the nation's big sur- 
plus of hard 
winter wheat is 
grown. The soft winter wheat area 
stretching from Missouri and Iowa 
to Pennsylvania along the Ohio 
Valley is in much better shape. 


Despite this pessimism reflected 


In reports from thousands of farm- 
ers, grain dealers and crop experts, 
which will form the basis of esti- 
mates to be released by statis- 
ticians this week, the Chicago wheat 
price indicated producer income as 
a whole should not suffer. Above 
dollar wheat, due to the crop situa- 
tion as well as war in Europe and 
Asia, is almost 40 cents higher than 
at this time last year and double 
the low prices of 1931 and 1932. 
Grain men estimated that at cur- 
rent prices production of both win- 
ter and spring wheat could fall as 
low as 500,000,000 bushels and still 
have a potential market value a* 
great as the 755,000,000 bushels 1939 
crop had at prices prevailing a year 
ago. However, much of the 1939 
wheat was sold at prices consider- 
ably higher than the 68 cents quot- 
edat this time last year.

There is less crime In Navarro 


county at the present time than In 
many years, District Judge Wayne 
R. Howell asserted Monday morn- 
ing as he empanelled the April 
term grand jury, and while com- 
plimenting officers for their work, 
said 
the, main compliment and 
credit belonged to the citizenship 
of Navarro county. 
Judge Howell said he saw no 
occasion for a grand jury having 
much work to do unless different 
conditions arise. Ho declared there 
was less major crime now In Na- 
varro county than at any time since 
1921, and that the criminal docket 
of the court was in the best con- 
dition of any time since prior to the 
oil boom.

All of the speakers stressed the 


fact that the meeting was of an 
educational nature and for the 
dlsslmlnation of information.

in any manner attempting to in- 
fluence the vote either for or 
against the proposal.

Hohn was presented by Mr. Hol- 


sey who stated the heathen Chi- 
nese 2,000 years ago started ter- 
racing to save the soil.

Conservation Law

ers of Texas wanted It. Texas Is 
one of thirty-six states with con- 
servation legislation in force, but 
Is different from the other thirty- 
five In that one of the require- 
ments under the law Is for all 
five members of the state board 
and also the district supervisors 
to be farmers or ranchmen. 


It is necessary that two-thirds 


of the voters participating in the 
election to vote for the creation of 
the proposed district before the 
state board will create such a dis- 
trict. 


After such a district Is formed, 


any 
governmental 
conservation 


agency can be enlisted and used 
through the board of supervisors. 
He urged that the farmers find 
out all the facts and provisions 
of the law governing the districts 
and then vote as they please. 


Hohn urged that the farm wom- 


en be invited to attend the com- 
munity sessions later and pre- 
dicted if they learn the what Is 
happening to their income on the 
farm through soil erosion and loss 
of water, the women will see to 
| It that the men do something 
about the situation. 


Turning to another section of his 


explanation, Hohn emphasized that 
the voting of the formation of the 
district will not force anyone to 
do anything he does not desire, but 
if the district Is formed, the vari- 
ous agencies will be available to 
anyone wanting them through the 
supervisors. 
Cimnot Vote Bonds. 


"Such a district 
cannot 
vote 


bonds or levy taxes under 
the 


law," 
Hohn declared. 


After such a district Is orga- 


nized, however, a farm or a group 
of farms can be formed into a 
smaller district, sponsor a project 
and secure WPA labor to aid in 
the work. 


Hohn declared that If the gov- 


ernment was justified In spending 
money 
for the construction 
of 


courthouses, gymnasiums, 
swim- 


ming pools and other public build- 
ings, It certainly was justified in 
spending money for the conserva- 
tion of the soil, after pointing out 
the enrichment or saving of soil 
produces income while money for 
many Improvements does not pro- 
duce revenue. 


The speaker declared that Indus- 


try had convinced congress that 
a' protective tariff was necessary 
and got it, while farmers ..worked 
harder and became poorer instead 
of fighting fo'r their rights, when 
their Income dwindled.

DEATH CAME UNEXPECTED- 
LY TO SIR JOHN GILMOUR 


IN LONDON HOME 


LONDON, April 1.—«P)—Sir John 
Gllmour, minister of shipping, died 
Saturday. 
Sir John, 63, had been promin- 


ent in the unionist (conservative) 
party for 20 years and had held 
various cabinet posts since 1920. 


Death came unexpectedly at his 


home In London. 
His death was the first of a 


British cabinet minister since the 
war began. 
Sir John had been mentioned as 
among the cabinet members who 
might be replaced in a possible 
ministerial shake-up. In charge of 
the empire's far-flung shipping In- 
terests since October 13, 1039, he 
came under fire from 
shipown- 


ers ns n. result of his ruling, effec- 
tive Feb. 1, requisitioning all ship- 
ping. 
Sir John was appointed minister 


of agriculture under the national 
government in 1931. He was home 
secretary from 1032 to 1935. 
He also was lord rector of Edln- 


burg University from 1928 to 1929 
and lord high commissioner of the 
general assembly, church of Scot- 
land, in 1938. 
His death will necessitate a by- 


election in the Glasgow district he 
had represented in the house of 
commons for 30 years, having rep- 
resented another district from 1910
